Summer Activity Seen 
In Increased 
Shipments 


EW YORK, Sept. 18.— 
During July the auto- 
mobile tire manufacturers of 
the country produced a total 
of 3,745,836 casings of all 
kinds, according to statistics 
representing 75 per cent. of 
the industry as compiled by 
the Rubber Association of 


America, Inc. 

Indications of the summer activ- 
ity in motoring and buying are seen 
in the fact that while inventories 
and production declined generally 
shipments of tires and tubes showed 
corresponding 
month. 

Total shipments for the month 
amounted to 4,800,237 for all 
Classes of casings with the inven- 
tory total of 9,122,240. Produc- 
tion of inner tubes amounted to 
4,296,683 units while the ship- 
ments totaled 6,426,732. 
The inventories for 

sure casings, at 3,803,823, represent 
ed a drop from June of 699,824 
units, but 1,301,768 units more 
than for July of last year. Pro- 


duction figures, at 1,704,050, were 
Slightly below those for June and 
477,595 below July, 1925. Ship- 
ments gained 271,669 over June. 
with the total at 2,407,726, which 


was slightly less than the total for 
July a year ago. 

July shipments of balloon cas- 
ings amounted to 2,037,276, a 
gain over the preceding month 
of 141.279 units. Production, at 
1,918,251, represented a drop of 
279,329, and inventories, at 
3,246,844, a drop of 101,195 units 
from June.

Baltimore, Md., Sept. 18 (Us 
T. P. S\).—Baltimore business 
men have laid before the Pub-

A. E. Beck, traffic manager and 
commerce counsel of the Associa- 
tion of Commerce, which filed the 
intervening petition, said restric- 
tions on the bus line prevented 
many shoppers in the immediate 
territory from coming to Balti- 
more. Since the bus line under its 
interstate transportation permits 
can carry passengers to Washing- 
ton, he said, many of these poten- 
tial shoppers patronize Washington 
instead of Baltimore mérchants. 

Mr. Beck said statistics have been 
compiled showing the approximate 
number of persons and money 
diverted from Baltimore markets _ 
due to restrictions imposed on the 
bus companies. These statistics 
will be produced at the hearing, 
Mr. Beck said.

Washington, Sept. 18.—The price 
of crude rubber continues to de- 
cline, it was revealed on pre- 
liminary certificates for August as 
announced by E. G. Holt, chief of 
the rubber division of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

According to returns from the 
customs authorities at New York 
and Boston, the total amount of 
crude rubber and liquid, late im- 
ported by the United States during 
August, was 28,133 long tons, val- 
ued at $25,349,000, the average 
value being 40.23 cents a pound. 

During recent months 96 per 
cent. of the total tonnage of rub- 
ber imported into the United States 
has been entered through these 
two ports. 

The average value per pound for 
August at 40. cents compared 
with 41.20 cents for July, 61.85 
cents for June, 55.35 cents for 
May and 62.99 cents for April. 
Very high priced rubber purchased 
under forward contracts has now 
mostly reached America, it was 
explained at the department, and 
monthly average prices should be 
subject to less fluctuation in the 
next few months.
